Autopsy Expected to Show 
That the Death Plunge 
Was Suicide, 


MANY FACTS SEEM 
TO SUPPORT THEORY 


The Inquest That Begins Monday Will 
Probably Go Far Towards Solv- 
ing the Burdick Murder 
Mystery. 


THREE WAYS OPEN. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUFFALA, March 27.—Justice Mur- 
phy has three methods of procedure 
open to him in rendering a verdict 
after the Pennell inquest is con- 
cluded. 

By either one of two decisions he 
can force the grandjury to investi- 
gate: 

He can accuse some person or per- 
sons by name of responsibility for 
Burdick’'s death. 

He can issue warrants for 
Doe or Jane Roe as the slayers. 

In cage he leaves the verdict open 
the case can be taken before the 
grandjury at the discretion of the 
authorities.

BUFFALO, March 27.—That Arthur R. 
Pennell took his own life and the life of 
his wife; that the plunge into the quarry 
with his automobile was a deliberately 
planned act is the theory upon which the 
investigation of the manner of his death 
will be pursued. 

It is probable that an autopsy will be 
held on the body of Mrs. Pennell, killed 
with her husband in a tragic dash over a 
precipice to ascertain of she had not been 
poisoned. 

Just before the automobile ran over the 
cliff!’ Mrs. Pennell was seen to drink some- 
thing- from a flask which she threw into 
the atreet. During a fit of nausea, while 
she was unconscious at the hospital it 
was observed that Mrs. Pennell had been 
drinking whisky and possibly some other 
liquid. 

It is believed that Pennell had deter- 
mined upon a double tragedy, and that 
an autopsy would reveal the fact that he 
had drugged: his wife. This would be 
looked upon as conclusive evidence that 
Pennell himself had committed the murder. 


Pennell May Have 


Drank Poison. 

The theory is also advanced that Pennell 
had also drank of the drugged liquor. It is 
suggested that he feared the fall into the 
quarry might not kill; that both he and his 
wife might survive the plunge, and be 
maimed for life. The poisonous drug would 
eliminate such a contingency. 

Pennell’'s romantic and tortuous mind. 
the police assert, was just such as to plan 
such a tragedy—one that would not look 
like suicide. 

The authorities admit that his arrest was 
imminent. He knew it. Even if he was not 
Burdick’s slayer, there was great trouble 
in store for him. 

The divorce disclosures due to the crime 
meant virtual ruin to him. It menaced 
the peace of his home. He was harrassed 
by the curious and cut by his friends, and 
he was under strong suspicion. 

Everfthing indicates that Mrs. Pennell 
loved him enough to go to death voluntarily 
with him. 

If it is found that Mrs. Pennell had been 
drugged, the fact will be regarded as con- 
clusive evidence that Pennell had deliber- 
ately planned her death and his own and 
also that he was the murderer of Burdick. 


Incidents Supporting 

Suicidal Theory. 

Five incidents support the police in the 
theory that the Pennells committed suicide. 

The first incident was the riding of the 
automobile slower up and down in front of 
Geiger’s farmhouse at Bailey and Kensing- 
ton avenues in a pouring rain for half an 


hour. 
The second was the stop at Volk’s saloon 


on Kensington avenue, where Pennell 
drank whisky and took a glass of the 
liquor to his wife. Volk knew Pennell. 
The third was a repetition of the Bailey 
avenue loitering at Kensington avenue and 
Gerder street for five or ten minutes in the 


same drenching rain. 
The fourth incident was the strangest 


and most significant. It was Pennell let- 
ting down the canopy of the machine so 
that they were exposed to the heavy down- 
pour of rain. This happened two or three 
minutes before the automobile took the 
tragic plunge. Three persons saw the ac- 


cident. 

The fifth incident was Mrs. Pennell tak- 
ing the drink from the flask while riding— 
the drink now believed to have been 


drugged. 
Pennell’s Effects 

Were Not Searched. 

Much comment has been ended by the 
neglect to search Pennell's personal ef- 


fects. Where are the letters written by 
Mrs. Burdick to Pennell? 

The criminal authorities did not search 
Pennell's office desk. In this desk papers 
in the Burdick divorce matter were kept. 

Great consternation followed the mat- 
ter of the $650.000 bond question which 
Mr. Coatsworth asked of Mrs. Burdick 
while on the stand yesterday. 

The bond calls for a payment of $25,000 
by Arthur Pennell to Mrs. Burdick, and 
detectives are interviewing all the bank 
cashiers in Buffalo in an effort if pos- 
sible to find the money. 

What became of the original bond is a 
mystery. That the bond was duly exe- 
cuted’ by Pennell has been ascertained 
by the authorities through the notary 
public before whom it was attested. 

The presumption is that Pennell want- 
ed to provide for Mrs. Burdick in some 
way in the event of his being unable tv 
secure a divorce from his wife after Bur- 
dick had secured a divorce from Mrs. 
Burdick. 

District Attorney Coatsworth today or- 
dered detectives to visit every locksmith 
in Buffalo and to ascertain if duplicate 
latch keys had been made to fit the front 
door of the Burdick residence in 101 

shiand avenue. The search proved 

ruitless. 

The latch key matter is regarded as 
highly tmportant by Mr. Coatsworth. 
That officer believes that Pennell in the 
last two years had a key that would ad- 
mit him to the Burdick residence,

GOVERNOR VETOES 
TWO MORE BILLS

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 27.—Gov. 
Dockery this morning vetoed the House 
bill, by Newton, which changes exieting 
law by allowing jurors summoned in any 
criminal case, whether accepted or not, 
compensation of'$1 per day and 5 cente for 
each mile traveled in going to and from 
court. 

In his veto message the governor says: 

“It is estimated by the accounting officers 
of the treasury department that the Dill 
will increase the charge upon the state 
treasury for the pay of criminal costs more 
than $100,000 for each biennial period. It 
will also add very greatly to the criminal 
costs to be paid by the counties of the 
state. 

“The appropriations as made by the gen- 
eral assembly having exceeded the esti- 
mated maximum income for fiscal years of 
1908 and 1994 by a half miliion dollars, I 
cannot consent to the imposition of his ad- 
ditional charge upon the state treasury. 
and, therefore, disapprove the Dill.’

Mr. George N. Barnes, secretary of the Amalgamated Society 
of Engineers, a British trade union, who came to the United 
States with Alfred Mosely in 1902 to study our methods, does not 
think highly of American industry. c

The World's Fair will celebrate the purchase of the Louisiana 
territory—the acquisition of which was the most important évent 
in the history of the country after the surrender at Yorktown and 
the establishment of the constitution in 1789. The Louisiana 
purchese made the United States a nation beyond a peradven- 
ture. It insured the possession of the Mississippi and later access 
to the Pacific coast. And on that territory have been bred men 
who must be reckoned among the nation’s heroes, 

Is not this reason enough why the celebration should be fitly 
described and the work of preparation eagerly, yes, enthusi- 
astically followed? 

The Republican is not alive to the importance of the Worlki’s 
Fair, which will unquestionably surpass the great Columbian Ex- 
position of 1833. It is a national celebration and ought to thhave the 
hearty support of the state which, since 1812, has stood, more 
than any other, for the national idea.

Night Foreman at Niedring- 
haus Plant Rescued by 
Fellow Workmen. 


William Wulfers, night foreman at Nied- 
ringhaus’ tin works, Hall and Destrehan 
streets, fell into a huge pot of boiling palm 
oil early Friday morning. 

Fellow workmen, near at hand, rescued 
him In a few seconds, but not before the 
scalding liquid had. infiicted burns which 
may prove fatal.

The palm oil is used in tempering steel 
in the casting process. It is kept boiling 
hot in a pot eight feet long and two feet 
deep.

The sides ‘of the large vessel were 
greasy. His foot slipped and he was 
precipitated into the seething oil. 

He fell diagonally, his left les and arm 
extended, in a desperate effort to avoid 
the dreadful liquid. 

He screamed in agony as he plunged 
into the scalding fluid. 

Other workmen saw his imminent peril. 
They helped him out and hurriedly con- 
veyed him to the North End Dispensary, 
where the burns were dressed. 

It was found that his left leg and arm 
and portions of the body were literally 


cooked. His condition was pronounced 
serious.
